SARATOGA: 299 Yearlings Average $5,460 


If the shoppers who were at Saratoga 
for the Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual 
yearling sale needed any reassurance as 
to the status of racing, a visit to the 
nearby track would have given them all 
the lift they needed: attendance and bet- 
ting at the race course were at high levels, 
despite some rainy weather, and record 
turnouts were to be noted on the week- 
ends. 

Partly as a result of this visible evi- 
dence of racing’s prosperity, and also 
because inflationary trends have put a lot 
of money into circulation, the Saratoga 
yearling sales not only continued the 
upturn that had appeared at the California 
and Keeneland sales earlier in the summer. 
but they surpassed all reasonable expecta- 
tion. 

California yearlings had been up by 36 
per cent over the 1950 level, and Keene- 
land yearlings had risen by 37 per cent. 
Saratoga came up with a handsome 48 
per cent increase: 299 yearlings sold for 
$1.632.600. an average price of $5,460. 
Last year 320 Saratoga yearlings had 
brought $1.180.100, average $3.688. The 
$5.460 average of 1951 was the highest 
at the upstate New York sales since 1947, 
when 317 head averaged $5.599. 

However. strong inflationary 
trend may be, it would be a mistake to 
attribute the price rise at Saratoga en- 
tirely to diluted currency. A contributing 
factor to the gain in average price was the 
unquestionably improved quality of the 


yearlings. The 1951 group was the best 
lot of Saratoga yearlings since before 
World War IL, prior to the establishment 
of the Keeneland Sales. 

The Almahurst Farm consignment. 
which always attracts moneyed buyers. 
exerted its customary influence. There 
were substantial gains elsewhere: the 
Samuel D. Riddle estate offered a high- 
type group that is not normally seen in 
a sales ring; the four head consigned by 
Sylvester W. Labrot Jr., who is retiring 
from racing, made a notable difference 
on the last night of the sales; L. S. Mac- 
Phail’s Glenangus Farm consignment was 
the best that has been sent up from the 
Maryland establishment; Kentmere Farm, 
with a sister to The Pimpernel, and others 
of the “horses for horsemen” group selling 


on the second Tuesday night contributed 
to the improved quality of the offerings. 

A negative influence contributing toward 
the same result was the absence of year- 
lings in the extremely low price range. 
Consignors of this type of horse have been 
slow to learn that you can’t sell a sow’s 
ear to a man shopping for a silk purse, 
but red ink carries an unmistakable mes- 
sage. The result was that only 8 per cent 
of the Saratoga yearlings sold for below 
$1,000. the lowest proportion at that end 
of the market since 1947. 

There was, of course, a heavy demand 
for yearlings of moderate price, as there 
is at any sale, with the result that many 
horses normally in this group were pushed 
by the bidders into higher ranges. The

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pressure beginning at the bottom was felt 
all along the line, even into the highest 
price division. The fact is that it takes a 
quota of medium-priced yearlings to 
“make” a sale, even though the sellers 
are theoretically aiming at the buyers 
who will spend from $10,000 up for a 
yearling. Competition for yearlings which 
might be expected to sell from $7,500 to 
$9.000, for example. often forces buyers 
to go to $10,000 for them. And so it goes 
all along the line. (see Price Drift and 
Price Groups by Years.) 

There was an unusually close balance 
between colts and fillies at Saratoga. there 
being a difference of only seven in the 
respective numbers: 153 colts, 146 fillies. 
This affected the market to some extent, 
inasmuch as the average colt brings more 
than the average filly, but as people who 
race horses turn more toward breeding. 
there is a stronger interest in fillies. The 
$4,040 average for fillies in 1951 was, in 
fact, higher than the average for colts had 
been only two years ago (see table). 

The 153 colts brought $1,042,700, aver- 
age $6,815. The 146 fillies brought $5389,- 
900, average $4,040. Colt prices were up 
slightly more than 57 per cent over last 
year, filly prices were up by nearly 30 
per cent. 


The Buyers 


There were 175 buyers of record at the 
Saratoga sales, 13 fewer than in 1950, 
and they bought 21 fewer yearlings than 
last year. The average number of year- 
lings per buyer was about the same as 
in 1950, 1.71 head as compared with 1.70 
last year. Some purchasers, of course, 
may have been buying for more than one 
client, so that the number of actual buyers 
is always difficult to estimate exactly. 

The 175 buyers spent an average of 
$9,329 each, as eompared with $6,277 in 
1950, $6,367 for 221 buyers in 1949, $7,767 
for 206 buyers in 1948, $9,810 for 179 
buyers in 1947. 

The leading buyer in point of money 
spent was Trainer James E. Ryan, who 
got three head for $61,200, nearly all of 
it spent for two yearlings in the Labrot 
dispersal on the last day, including the 
$36,000 colt which topped the sales. I. J. 
Collins, of Lancaster, Ohio, spent $53,000 
for three head, William Goadby Loew 
$51,500 for two, High Ground Stable $49,- 
000 for three. No other buyer spent as 
much as $40,000. A list of the purchases 
made by the principal buyers is given in 
this issue.

As was the case at the Keeneland sales 
this summer, there was a general upward 
movement of prices at Saratoga. As indi- 
cated in the tabulation above (and in 
the graphic illustration), the differences 
are most notable at the top and bottom 
of the market. 


In 1949 and 1950. a bid no higher than 
$500 would have bought 10 per cent of 
the yearlings sold, and a bid of $800 
would have got 20 per cent. In 1951 only 
six yearlings went for as little as $500; 
it took at least $1,000 to buy the bottom 
10 per cent, and at least $1,500 for the 
bottom 20 per cent.

from $9,000 upwards; this year it took at 
least $13,500 to get one from the top 10 
per cent; and 5 per cent of the yearlings 
brought at least $18,500, as compared 
with a minimum of $11,500 for this group 
in 1950, $13,000 in 1949, and $14,000 
in 1948. 


The pronounced shift from the lowest- 
priced groups suggests that the Fasig- 
Tipton Company to a considerable degree 
has been able to exclude from its Sara- 
toga auctions some of the cheaper stock 
which might have been accepted in earlier 
years. A part of the shift is, of course, the 
result of the general rise in the market, 
and this general rise remains the out- 
standing development of the principal 
yearling auctions this year.

SARATOGA SUMMARY 
Wednesday, August 22 


The seventh and final session of the 
yearling sales at Saratoga found more 
horses withdrawn from the catalogue than 
were actually sold. Four entire consign- 
ments were taken out, including the 15 
head owned by O. J. Breault. The Breault 
yearlings have been consigned to. the 
Keeneland Fall Sales under the receiver- 
ship of Samuel M. Look. 


The most important consignment of the 
final sale was a supplementary entry and 
did not appear in the regular catalogue 
issued before the beginning of the auc- 
tions. Sylvester W. Labrot Jr. had made 
a decision in July to disperse his Thor- 
oughbreds, and he offered four yearlings 
to Saratoga’s buyers. The four brought 
$71.700, more than four times the aggre- 
gate for all the others sold during the 
evening. 

The Labrot group also produced the 
highest price of the entire sales series. 
The Jet Pilot colt out of Bourtai, by Stim- 
ulus out of the Alabama Stakes winner 
Escutcheon, was knocked down to James 
E. Ryan, the trainer, for $36,000. Mr. 
Ryan also paid the next highest price, 
$22.000, for the colt by *Alibhai out of 
the stakes winner Milcave. 

The other 17 head in the final session 
brought a total of $17,500, average $1,029. 
Highest price among the yearlings outside

The Committee Lends An Ear; 


Bright Prospect for Aqueduct 


SARATOGA 

The Wicks Committee as you will have 
gathered from the news stories, is having 
tried on it all of the pups which have 
thus far remained unsaleable to previous 
Turf authorities. One of these is the 
“qualifying race,” in which a horse can 
be entered without obligation to try, and 
be exempted frem ihe betting. This «2s 
referred to as the “Vanderbilt” idea, and 
it is true that Alfred Vanderbilt at one 
time toyed publicly with the notion. But 
various horses have passed the judges 
since then, and the “qualifying” idea 
should not be held against him now, any 
more than the scandal of 1919 should be 
held against baseball. 

If any considerable number of horse- 
men want to “qualify” with horses. the 
suggestion here is that they get together 
and work them together between races, 
which would serve the same purpose and 
maybe entertain the customers. But if I 
were betting on a horse, and saw him 
carried wide on the stretch turn by a 
horse which had had enough and was pull- 
ing up, or blocked or pocketed by one 
of these “qualifiers.” there would be some 
temptation to go out and break the bulbs 
on the totalisator board. The fact that 
the committee did not immediately heave 
out anyone making this suggestion is 
proof enough that it knows nothing about 
racing. This, in fact, was admitted, and 
it seemed to me that after the admission 
was made the committee looked for admir- 
ing glances. It got none. 

Also, the argument was advanced that 
since racing runs too long in New England, 
it should also run too long in New York, 
and that the season should be extended to 
December 1. This finds favor among some 
horsemen, who would rather race for 
$3.500 purses in New York than for smal- 
ler ones elsewhere, because the number 
of people who take a long-range look at 
racing is limited. I mentioned to one 
trainer that New Jersey used to have 
winter racing on the snow at Guttenberg, 
and that this effectively disposed of racing 
in that state for over forty years. He agreed 
that this was bad, but he still wanted to 
race in New York until December 1 

On one occasion the committee inter- 
viewed Ted Atkinson, Conn McCreary, 
and Eddie Arcaro, and elicited various 
comment and criticism on the adequacy of 
shower rooms at the various tracks, and 
on what they thought of suspensions, and 
the like It seemed to occur to no one that 


these were comparatively small matters, to 
be settled between the Jockeys’ Guild and 
the tracks, with the State Racing Com- 
mission called in in case of a tie In 
other words, the committee is having an 
enjoyable stay in Saratoga, with $25,000 
appropriated for the purpose, and eventu- 
aly it will write a racing law not much 
different, and certainly not much better, 
than any other racing law 


SYSTEM This department has some- 
times been accused of picking on Cali- 
fornia, and maybe may have been a little 
bit guilty It isn’t that I don’t love Cali- 
fornians; it’s just like a kid chasing the 
chickens in the barnyard—it’s easy to do 
and it gives him something to do with 
surplus energy, The following item, how- 
ever, is just strict reporting. not intended 
to offend anyone. 

A colleague was discovered, late on 
the afternoon of August 15, in a mild glow 
because he was in a position to receive 
$15.10 for each $2 he had invested on a 
mare named *Gatita II. The past perfor- 
mances of this mare did not suggest any 
lucid reasoning leading up to this situa- 
tion and he was asked to depose. 

“Well,” he said, “I looked back in the 
Form, and I found that *Gatita II had 
run in a $50,000 stakes race in California 
last winter [it turned out to have been 
the San Juan Capistrano Handicap] and 
had beaten three horses. So I figured that 
a horse that was good enough to run for 
a $50.000 stakes in California ought to 
be able enough to win a $3,000 claiming 
race at Saratoga. So I bet on her. And 
now, if you will stand out of the way, I will 
go and collect the spoil.” 

As I said, there’s no malice in this 
story. In fact. it’s told to indicate that the 
East does not entirely ignore California 
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form, as has been alleged. Some of the 
same reasoning was used by another man 
when *Miche ran on August 13. “With 
4 to 5 thrown out of the percentage,” he 
said, “how can you help beating the 
races?” *Miche ran third and Admiral 
Drake won the race by seven lengths. 


CHILD. Rooting interest in the Bever- 
wyck Steeplechase Handicap was cen- 
tered largely in 16-year-old Ray Woolfe 
Jr., the son of Montpelier’s trainer, who 
rode the stable’s Hampton Roads for his 
first public appearance aside from the 
hunt meetings. It would have made a bet- 
ter story if he could have won, but it was 
fairly obvious, as reflected in the betting, 
that Hampton Roads was no match for 
Oedipus, which led all the way. Hampton 
Roads, which raced wide all around, tried 
to get out on all of the turns or he might 
have been closer. As it was, he finished 
second, beaten three lengths, after making 
one determined bid on the final turn. Since 
he was fifth choice in the betting, this 
amounted to a moral victory. 

Don’t know if I would quite have the 
nerve to throw a child of mine up on a 
jumping horse, but people look at these 
things differently. This recalled the tale 
of a sports writer who was being en- 
thusiastic about the kindliness with which 
the celebrated Frank Buck had _ enter- 
tained his child. 

“Swell guy. that Buck.” he said. “Took 
young Harry right in the cage with the 
lions.” 


PROSPECT. All year it has seemed that 
at the next meeting there would be a 
good chance for all of the leading 3-year- 
olds to get together, so that there would 
be some basis for deciding which of them 
was the best. And at the next meeting it 
didn’t happen, so there’s no reason to 
be too enthusiastic about Aqueduct. But 
the Discovery Handicap there has drawn 
Battlefield, Bold, Uncle Miltie, Count 
Turf, and various others among its en- 
tries, and Counterpoint, reported out for 
the year, is working again. That the Dis- 
covery will get all of these horses actually 
under silk is perhaps doubtful, but at 
least Jack Campbell will be put on the 
spot and have to handicap them. This, 
lacking an actual meeting, will be as 
close as we'll get to an official ranking. 
It will be so accepted here, at least, if he 
puts Battlefield on top, which is the con- 
fident expectation. As a man remarked to 
me about something else, it isn’t often 
you find a man with enough sense to 
agree with. you. 

In the Beldame and the Edgemere and 
the Cowdin, also, Aqueduct has drawn 
nearly all of the tops in the respective di- 
visions, plus an unexpected crop of Calu- 
mets, and the stakes racing there should 
be more interesting than usual. But I ex- 
pect there will still be some matters to 
settle at Belmont.

Tom Fool was bred by Duval A. Headley at 
his Manchester Farm, adjoining Keeneland Race 
Course at Lexington. He is one of four in the 
second crop of foals bred by Mr. Headley after 
taking over the farm.

Dispersal at Washington Park 


A sale of horses-in-training was con- 
ducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company at 
Washington Park on the morning of Mon- 
day, August 27. The focus was a dispersal 
of horses owned by Mrs. Helen Reineman, 
who with her husband is retiring’from rac- 
ing and will breed Thoroughbreds at their 
newly acquired Crown Crest Farm at 
Lexington, formerly Almahurst No. 2. All 


told, 30 horses brought $102,900, average 
$3.430. The 17 head in the Reineman con- 
signment brought $32,450, average $1,909, 

Top prices were $9,000, paid by Warner 
L. Jones for the 2-year-old filly Oil Prin- 
cess and the 3-year-old colt Robust, from 
the Tom Gray consignment.

During his racing career the Greentree 
Stable’s Shut Out was a leading 2-year- 
old, and at three he was the season’s top 
money winner, through victories in the 
Kentucky Derby, the Belmont Stakes, 
Classic Stakes, Travers Stakes, Blue Grass 
Stakes, and other races. As a 4-year-old 
he won the Wilson and the Laurel Stakes 
and the Pimlico Special, thereby setting a 
pattern of precocity at two, and durability 
at three and four. 


During his stud career he has sired a 
good many winners, including a _ trio 
of stakes winners of 1951, which have 
made him one of the leading sires of the 
year to date, with first money of nearly 
$300,000. One of his best known represen- 
tatives this year is the Greentree Stable’s 
Hall of Fame, which has won the Leonard 
Richards, Kent, and Wilson Stakes, and 
the Arlington Classic and the American 
Derby, in addition to two other stakes 
placings. Greentree’s One Hitter. another 
of his current racers, has won the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap and the Whitney Stakes 
this year, besides placing in stakes. 
Out Point has won the Yankee Handicap. 
which his sire won in 1942.

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Notes on the 
Saratoga Sales 


Resort operators and others in the Sara- 
toga area were not well pleased at the 
amount of rain that fell during the sales 
period because it dampened the activi- 
ties of vacationers, but Kentuckians at the 
Spa enjoyed the rain like so many ducks. 
They had left a dry and withered coun- 
tryside for a region where the grass was 
green and vegetation was lush. Many 
breeders made telephone calls to Lexing- 
ton to keep up with things at the home 
place and to inquire about rain, in par- 
ticular. “Hot and dry,” was the routine 
report. But when they arrived back at 
Lexington after the sales, the hoped-for 
break in the weather finally came, and 
the countryside began to revive under a 
light but steady downpour. 


One of the sales visitors from afar was 
H. H. (Doc) Mundy, of Oklahoma. He 
looked at a good many horses but didn’t 
buy any yearlings because he has an am- 
ple racing stable (10 head) at present, 
under the care of Trainer Ross Higdon, 
and has 14 foals at his Oklahoma place. 
At stud there are the young stallions Blue 
Gay (Blue Larkspur—Gallagay) and Bobs 
Pick (Polynesian—Black Queen). Both 
stallions are being used for pasture breed- 
ing. which is proving very successful, Mr. 
Mundy reports. “Turn a young horse out 
with some old mares,” he says. “and the 
mares will soon teach him his business.” 
Through Blue Gay, a paternal grandson 
of *Sir Gallahad III, Mr. Mundy will try 
some line breeding to the son of *Teddy. 

The Mundy Hereford breeding stock is 
recognized as “the best commercial herd 
in the United States,” the Oklahoman 
states. The principal pasture grass is big 
bluestem, which has a high protein con- 
tent and keeps the cattle in top condition. 
The herd of 2.500 Herefords has 32.000 
acres for grazing. Besides breeding Here- 
fords, Mr. Mundy fattens 3- and 4-year-

old steers that he buys in the Texas coastal 
area. 


Hip No. 18, belonging to Samuel Bog- 
ley. had been marked out of the first sales 
session because of an injury to the point 
of his right shoulder, which had healed 
but left a knot. However, it was decided 
to sell him anyway, and he went to the 
Foxhill Stable for $900. He is a chestnut 
colt by New Moon—Some Dish, by Bur- 
goo King. 


Young Brownell Combs, of Spendthrift 
Farm, who is a regular consignor to 
Keeneland, got a different perspective of 
a yearling auction by serving as a bid 
spotter and general utility man at the 
Fasig-Tipton sales. 


Young William Helis is expected to stay 
in racing and breeding according to 
Charles Slade, manager of the Helis Farm 
in New Jersey. He has some fillies in 
training which may prove to be good 
breeding prospects, and has six yearling 
colts and fillies destined for the racing 
stable and perhaps ultimate retirement to 
the stud. Mr. Slade was in charge of the 


Helis consignment to Saratoga, which ac- 
tually belonged to Henry Knight, Mr. 
Knight having bought them, along with 
the Helis breeding stock, prior to the 
auctions. 


Alternating with George Swinebroad in 
the auctioneer’s stand was Milton J. 
(Laddie) Dance, who sold about ten head 
on most nights, then resumed his job as 
bid spotter. The first yearling he sold at 
Saratoga was a Cosmic Bomb filly from 
the Helis consignment, which went to 
Trainer Hugh Dufford, agent, for $3,500. 


Saratoga Sales yearlings, which in the 
past have acquitted themselves very well 
in the competition of racing. may be ex- 
pected to figure even more prominently on 
eastern and midwestern tracks. Twenty- 
four per cent of the yearlings sold at 
Keeneland this summer were acquired by 
western buyers, who presumably will race 
them in California, for the most part. 
These yearlings represented some of the 
top Keeneland offerings. and their absence 
from eastern and midwestern tracks will 
provide more opportunity for other young 
horses. 


Mr. and Mrs. Allison F. Fleitas, of 
Greenville, Del., added a racing prospect 
to their stable through the purchase of a 
good looking Occupy colt from the Labrot 
consignment. He is out of Portever, by 
The Porter, dam of six winners of 37 
races. 


The Saratoga Sales were under the 
general supervision of Tyson Gilpin, presi- 
dent of the Fasig-Tipton Company. After 
the close of the Saratoga auctions on a 
Wednesday night, Mr. Gilpin. George 
Swinebroad, and Humphrey Finney took 
off for Toronto, where they were joined 
by Doc Bond at the annual sale of Cana- 
dian-bred yearlings held by Fasig-Tipton 
for the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society, on a Friday. Then the crew 
jumped to Washington Park, at Chicago. 
where a sale of horses-in-training was held 
on the following Monday.

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The Meadowview Farm yearlings from 
the New Jersey establishment of Mr. and 
Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong also looked 
good. Mr. Armstrong has just finished 
supervising the construction of a 20-stall 
brick barn at Meadowview, and a stallion 
barn with two stalls and a breeding shed. 
The new structures bring the total stalls 
to 90 at the Armstrong place. 


The sales ring looked like a Holly- 
wood set on the last night of the auctions. 
An RKO-Pathe crew, under the direction 
of Joe Walsh, had its flood-lights set up 
to make a sequence for a movie being 
made with the co-operation of the New 
York Racing Associations. The sale was 
interrupted at one point so the camera 
could go into action. Hip No. 312 was in 
the ring at the time. The property of Mrs. 
Marie A. Moore’s High Hope Farm, Hip 
No. 312 was a colt by Vincentive. He was 
sold twice, going legitimately to the 
Bernadotte Stable for $1,200, then to Les- 
lie Combs II for $400,000, for movie 
purposes. 


The movie interlude gave George Swine- 
broad and Humphrey Finney, the an- 
nouncer, a chance to sell a horse at their 
own price, which of course turned out to 
be plenty steep. Somebody started the 
colt at $10,000, and the Finney-Swinebroad 
axis got him up to $100,000 before the 
camera had reached its best speed. After 
the hammer had fallen, the announcer 


stated that Trainer Charlie Feltner had 
been shut out at $500,000. 


The movie, which will be a short, has 
a plot involving Miss Jo Dennison, who 
in the script inherits a racing stable and 
some breeding stock from an uncle. The 
camera follows her at trackside, ringside, 
and at a breeding farm as she inspects 
her new belongings and becomes acquaint- 
ed with racing. 

Miss Dennison, a former Miss America, 
visited the racing museum at Saratoga for 
one of the movie sequences. James Roach, 
Turf editor of the New York Times, was 
cast as her guide. At one point Joe Walsh 
instructed him to show a painting to Miss 
Dennison and say something to her. 
Roach’s deathless words: “Walsh, I ought 
to pay you for this job.” 

The breeding-farm shots will be made 
this fall at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Farm, Paris. 


Lewis Finley. the Georgetown, Ky., 
horseman, helped Larry MacPhail show 
the Glenangus Farm yearlings. The Glen- 
agus consignment of this year was the 
best sold to date from the Maryland 
nursery. 


John H. Clark, busy at the sales on be- 
half of his horse agency. reported that he 
had bought the Thoroughbreds owned by 
John W. Stanley. of Springside Farm, 
near Versailles, Ky. Mr. Stanley has been

horses is the 23-year-old stallion Halcyon, 
which got ten mares in foal this year from 
11 bred.

Yearlings sold by the estate of Samuel 
D. Riddle were under the supervision of 
John A. Bell III, who looked after them 
in addition to his own consignment. The 
Riddle-breds looked good and sold well, 
the 15 head averaging $12,153. 


Trainer George Strate inspected many 
a yearling for the Brae Burn Stable, for 
which he is the trainer. Mr. Strate came 
into racing in 1892, when he was a boy 
of 14. In 1898, at the age of 20, he took 
out his first license as a trainer. He gal- 
loped Imp as a yearling and a 2-year- 
old for “Uncle Dan” Harness, who owned 
her before she was raced by Charles 
Brossman. Of her Mr. Strate says she was 
“the greatest mare who ever lived.” 


Mrs. John Payson Adams averaged $3.- 
500 for five California-bred yearlings by 
her young stallions Burning Dream and 
*Colonus. She was well satisfied with her 
sale, she said, and intends to continue to 
breed for the eastern market. “I'll prob- 
ably have more yearlings at the 1952 Sara- 
toga sales,” she said. 


Hirsch Jacobs and his young son John 
William (for whom Our John Wm. is 
named), were occasional visitors to the 
sales area. The Bieber-Jacobs stable 
bought a handsome, well made colt by 
Stymie from the consignment of Jack 
Skinner, who wintered the famous chest- 
nut horse for Mr. Jacobs during his rac- 
ing career. The Stymie colt, the only one 
by his sire in the sales, went for $12,500. 
He was the first sales yearling ever to be 
consigned by Mr. Skinner. He is a com- 
pact, quick-looking colt with a promise 
of early speed. 


Trainer Sol Rutchick, who bought a 
yearling at the final night’s sale. stated 
that he intends to pick up Count Turf 
this week. The Derby winner. which lost 
some weight in his races following the 
Derby, has been turned out at Shipwreck 
Kelly’s farm on Long Island. The year- 
lings bought by Mr. Rutchick at the 
Fasig-Tipton sales were for the account 
of Ben Perse’s Hollow Brook Farm. Mr. 


Perse operates a number of drive-in movies. 


A gray filly by *Mahmoud—Yacht, by 
Man o’ War, from the Riddle consignment, 
went through the ring twice. First time 
around she was bought by M. F. Drink- 
house for $6,500. Next night she was 
back in the sales ring because, as Hum- 
phrey Finney explained, Mr. Drinkhouse 
already had nine fillies and his trainer 
balked at getting another one. On _ the 
second go-round she brought $6,500. 


Hip No. 114, a chestnut colt by Some 
Chance—My Risk, by Campfire, from the 
Nydrie Stud consignment, went into the 
ring with a swollen throatlatch, the result 
of a thyroid enlargement. He seemed to 
be racing-sound, but in order to protect 
him from being discounted out of propor- 
tion to his affliction, Danny Van Clief, 
of Nydrie, set a $4,500 reserve on him, 
the first reserve ever set on a Nydrie year- 
ling. He was bought by Mr. Drinkhouse 
for $4,800. 


After Hip No. 127, a By Jimminy colt 
by the Nydrie Stud consignment, had been 
knocked down for $4,200, the ostensible 
buyer disappeared. The yearling was im- 
mediately led back into the ring and was 
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taken by Mrs. Q. A. Shaw McKean, of 
South Hamilton, Mass., for $4,000. At that 
price Mrs. McKean had been the under- 
bidder to the unknown person. 


William Post got the Pavot filly from 
the Meadowview Farm consignment which 
had won the blue ribbon as the best of 
her sex at the annual New Jersey year- 
ling show, at Monmouth Park. She cost 
$7.000. 


H. F. Krimendahl, who bought two 
yearlings for $9,700, is president of the 
Stokeley-Van Camp Canning Company, at 
Indianapolis. His farm lies north of 
Indianapolis, toward Noblesville. and will 
be used mainly for the production of 
Angus cattle. Mr. Krimendahl’s brood- 
mares will be kept in Kentucky. When 
he bought the farm the property included 
a nine hole golf course. which has been 
maintained as a public links and has 
turned out to be a profitable venture. 


The yearling bought by Charles 
Wacker was sent to Colin MacLeod’s 
Dunvegan Farm in Virginia for breaking. 
Later he goes to Trainer Jack Skirvin, 
who trains the Wacker horses. Mr. Wacker 
has been in racing for about three years, 
and is a manufacturer of automotive 
equipment at Chicago. He was accom- 
panied to the sale by Frank R. Warton, 
a member of the Illinois Racing Board. 


Dr. Frank Porter Miller will continue 
his plan of breeding mares in Ken- 
tucky, and sending the foals to California 
after they are weaned. The crop he sold 
at Saratoga this year (10 head for $78,800) 
was raised under this method, and was 
allowed to run out day and night until 
July 1. They lost only about 10 pounds 
each in the rail shipment from California 
to Saratoga, Dr. Miller estimated, though 
at times the temperature in the car reached 
103 degrees. Dr. Miller rides on the 
same train as the yearlings and inspects 
them at each stop. 

Jack Amiel. who bought Count Turf 
from the 1949 Miller consignment for 
$3.700, stayed in the bidding a bit longer 
this year for the Derby winner’s half sis- 
ter, by Eternal Bull, and paid $17,000 for 
her. Top price of the Miller consignment 
was $18,500, which William Goadby Loew 
paid for a colt by Pavot out of the stakes 
winner Copper Jade. 

Dr. Miller will ship ten weanlings 
from Kentucky to California this fall. 
“It’s an expensive practice.” he admits, 
“but ’'m primarily trying to breed good 
horses. Our irrigated pastures give good 
year-round grazing, and the moisture 
in the soil contributes to growing good 
feet on the horses.” Dr. Miller now has 
26 broodmares. of which 21 are in foal. 


George Schneider, who describes himself 
as the “only man from Texas without at 
least one oil well,” was a close observer 
of the sales though he didn’t buy any 


pressure.

yearlings. His race horses are under the 
care of George P. (Maje) Odom. Mrs. 
Schneider races a few horses in partner- 
ship with Sandy MacLeod, of Virginia, 
at whose farm most of the Schneider breed- 
ing stock is kept. One of the Schneider 
mares is at Dr. Horace N. Davis’ farm at 
Lexington. She is in foal this year to 
Depth Charge, and will be bred in 1952 
to Faultless. Though Mr. Schneider 
doesn’t own any oil wells, as a builder of 
refineries he has.a stake in the oil business. 


Knight Night (the fourth night of the 
sales) brought out the usual large gal- 
lery of sightseers—and buyers. The tempo 
of the session was set when the first 
yearling entered the ring. It was a colt 
by *Goya II which opened at $5,000 and 
jumped by thousands to $10,000, at which 
figure it went to T. M. Waller. agent. 
The second offering, a *Goya II filly. went 
from $1,000 to $6.000 in about six seconds, 
or as fast as the bids could be caught. 
Then there was a slackening and she 
went to Mr. Waller for $6,200. Star of 
the show was the handsome chestnut colt 
by *Mahmoud out of the stakes winner 
Forever Yours, dam of Mahmoudess, Eter- 
nal Reward, Steadfast, and others. He 
opened at $5,000. jumped at once to 
$10,000. then to $15.000. then by thou- 
sands to $21,000. He seemed to hang at 
$27,500, but Auctioneer George Swine- 
broad then began to bear down and got 
him to $32,500. He seemed likely to sell 
for that price, but Mr. Swinebroad, who 
never was more persuasive, got the bid- 
ding up to $33.000 and then $34,000. At 
this price he was knocked down to I. J. 
Collins, the Ohio glass manufacturer. The 
under-bidder was another Ohioan. C. G. 
Raible, of Cleveland. 

The Almahurst Farm total of $362,900 
for 33 yearlings was reported at the 
ringside to be the highest aggregate for 
one consignment since the 1920's. This was 
a trick of the memory, for the 1946 Alma- 
hurst consignment (29 head for $13,259 
average) had aggregated $384,500. 

In 1925 Phil T. Chinn sold at Saratoga 
53 yearlings for $351,200, average $6,626. 
At the time this was reported as an un- 
precedented aggregate and average. The 
following year Mr. Chinn sold 60 head for 
$428,600, average $7,143. The 1927 Chinn 
consignment, sold as the Himyar Stud 
consignment, brought $466,300, average 
$7,772, for 60 yearlings. 


Mrs. E. H. Augustus, of Cleveland, 
attended the sales during the first week, 
and bought one yearling, though she was 
the underbidder, up in five figures, on 
another. She breeds horses in Kentucky 
and the yearlings are broken in Qhio. 
Her foals this year, at John W. Marr’s 
place at Lexington, are by Spy Song, 
Eight Thirty, War Relic, and Shut Out. 
Her six mares were bred this year to 
Spy Song, Sun Again, Revoked, *Helio- 
polis, and to her own stakes-winning stal-

lion Blue Yonder, which stands at the 
Marr farm. 


The Chait family (Lord Putnam and 
others) were at Saratoga for the auctions. 
Only Mrs. Chait made a purchase, though 
her husband and son paid close attention 
to the offerings. 


Milton Menasco, the artist, dropped by 
the sales yard occasionally to look at 
horses. At present he is doing a paint- 
ing for Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, whose 
Brookmeade Stable was the leading money- 
winning establishment in U. S. racing 
last year. Greek Ship, Sunglow. Atalanta. 
Dart By, Ouija, Blue Hills, Going Away. 
Bold, and More Sun will be in the portrait. 


One of the important adjuncts of the 
sale was the session held on Sunday 
afternoon, August 19, at which Dr. A. C. 
Todd, of the University of Wisconsin, and 
Dr. Victor Berliner, of the Ortho-Research 
Foundation, were the speakers. Dr. Todd. 
until recently of the University of Ken- 
tucky Department of Animal Pathology. 
spoke on parasites of horses. Dr. Berliner 
spoke on breeding problems, in line with 
his position as director of the animal 
industry division of the Ortho-Research 
Foundation, dealing principally — with 
gynecological research. 

Both talks will be published in Tue 
Bioop-Horse in the near future. The 
speakers were brought to Saratoga by 
the Fasig-Tipton Company, which con- 
ducts the sales, and John Beach, president 
of the Equine Pharmaceutical Company. 


Young Bob Alexander, of Bosque Bonita 
Farm, at Midway, Ky., took in several 
days of the sales. He announced that he 
will have *Great Faith at stud at his 
place next year. 


Jack Little, of the Dickey Stables. in 
Florida, shopped for some yearlings for 
Florida patrons, but found the market 
a bit too high. He is supervising the early 
training of 14 Florida-bred yearlings which 
will be raced in Florida this winter and 
offered for sale as horses in training. 
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The sister to The Pimpernel which was 
bought by Trainer W. A. Kelley, agent, 
for $22,000 from the Kentmere Farm con- 
signment, was understood to be for the 
account of J. W. Schiffer, who bought 
Cigar Maid, another daughter of Pavot, 
from the Kentmere consignment of 1950. 
The Pimpernel’s sister will be broken 
at the Moorehead brothers’ farm at Brook- 
ville, Long Island, where Cigar Maid 
was broken. Cigar Maid, winner of the 
Fashion and National Stallion Stakes this 
year, has been retired in line with Mr. 
Schiffer’s policy of not over-racing 2-year- 
olds. She is a small filly and will be 
allowed to grow without being subjected 
to the hazards of a long campaign at two. 


Dana Tasker, the executive editor of 
Time magazine, bought 214 yearlings to 
augment his small racing stable. One was 
a *Talon—Inal colt from the Jonabell 
Stables consignment, another was a *Talon 
—Gallies filly from the same stable, which 
Mr. Tasker arranged to buy privately 
after she had been bought by Humphrey 
Finney. The half-yearling is a *Rustom 
Sirdar filly which he bought in partner- 
ship with Mrs. Mary Novick, wife of 
David Novick, the economist. The Novicks 
now are living in California, where Mr. 
Novick is with the Research and Develop- 
ment Corporation, but at sales time they 
were vacationing at their Vermont farm. 
The partnership in the *Rustom Sirdar

below her worth. 


Experienced ringsiders couldn’t remem- 
ber when a closing--night sale brought as 
much activity as the one on Wednesday 
night, August 22. The withdrawal of 
many yearlings reduced the offerings to 
21 head, but the presence of the S. L. 
Labrot consignment fattened the total and 
the average. The highest price of the 
entire auction series—$36,000—was ob- 
tained for a colt by Jet Pilot—Bourtai., 
bought by Trainer James E. Ryan for an 
undisclosed patron from the Labrot con- 
signment. The Labrot yearlings were pre- 
pared for the sale on very short notice 
by A. B. Hancock Jr., who did an excellent 
job in getting them ready in about three 
weeks. 


Nelson Dunstan, along with Hugh J. 
McGuire. covered the sales for Daily 
Racing Form. During the sales Mr. Dun- 
stan observed his 59th birthday, which 
caused him to be the recipient, over the 
telephone, of a discordant rendition of 
Happy Birthday, sung by a quartet of 
Turf writers. He has been a racing 
writer for 25 years. 


Henry Forrest, the midwest trainer, 
journeyed to Saratoga for the sale of 
horses-in-training, but returned to Detroit 
without any.

R. H. McDaniel, 


Leading Trainer 


“Have your horses fit. Run them in the 
class where they belong. Have the con- 
fidence of your owners.” 

This briefly sums up the success story 
of slender, affable, 40-year-old Robert 
Hyatt McDaniel, who saddled 156 win- 
ners in 1950 to become America’s lead- 
ing trainer and who seems to be headed 
for repeat honors this year. 

McDaniel. known to most of his friends 
as “Mac” or “Red.” although some re- 
member him as “Bert” or “Bob” from his 
early riding days, operates almost ex- 
clusively in California, and it was at 
Hollywood Park 13 years ago that he 
bought his first horse and started his pub- 
lic stable. 

Born in Enumclaw, Wash., McDaniel 
rode saddle horses on his father’s dairy 
farm as a small boy, became a_ jockey 
at 15, and served also as jockey agent, 
stable agent, and assistant trainer before 
becoming a full-fledged conditioner on his 
own. 

The number of horses in McDaniel’s 
barn, as well as the number of his patrons, 
is subject to change without notice. As a 
rule he has from 45 to 50 horses in his 
care, and at present he is working for 14 
different owners, including himself. The 
owners can change rapidly because sev- 
eral of them have only one Thorough- 
bred, and a claim can suddenly put them 
out of the horse business. 

Because he specializes in the useful 
type of horse that runs in claimers, Mc- 
Daniel has not yet been accorded the na- 
tional recognition to which his position 
as the leading trainer of 1950 would seem 
to entitle him. His horses, however, 
earned $441,590 in 1950 to place his pub- 
lic stable on top in earnings, the only train- 
ers surpassing him in winnings being 
Preston M. Burch, W. C. (Bill) Winfrey 
and H. A. (Jimmy) Jones, who train for 
the respective private stables of Brook-

meade, A. G. Vanderbilt, and Calumet 
Farm. 


Although the few horses of stakes cali- 
bre that he does have in his care have 
not yet figured too prominently in major 
stakes, he has done extremely well with 
them to indicate that one of these days 
he will be knocking off the country’s most 
famous fixtures. 


Two years ago during a Hollywood 
Park meeting he claimed the filly Great 
Dream for $5,000, for himself, and has 
since won $50,000 with her. That same 
year he claimed Blue Reading for $6,500 
for Clement L. Hirsch, and then won 
$80,000 with him, including two victories 
over Your Host in 2-year-old stakes. He 
claimed Vino Fino for his principal pa- 
tron, E. C. Smith, of San Mateo, for 
$6.500 and has since taken down $80,000 
with him. 


Also for Smith he bought Star Fiddle at 
an auction for $16,000 and in a short time 
had sent him out to earn $40,000, in- 
cluding two stakes. Smith’s horses won 
56 races and $173,000 last year to set 
some kind of a record for an owner who 
was only a small part of a public stable. 


McDaniel makes so many claims dur- 
ing a year—on an average of five or six 
horses a week—that he has no idea how 
many he figured in during 1950. However, 
he loses as many as he claims, which 
keeps his string at a fairly even size. 


“It’s a good idea to claim horses who 
are proven winners,” McDaniel says. 
“Then you must have them fit and ready 
and run them where they belong. You 
certainly also must have owners who put 
their full confidence in you, not only in 
picking the time and place to run their 
horses, but also in making claims on their 
behalf. With as many owners as I have, 
I'd never have time to train if I had to 
explain my every move. I’m fortunate 
in that I am training for good, reasonable 
people who trust my judgment and know 
I am always doing my best for them.” TRA
